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porting a deep, resonant voice and 
an infectious sense of humor, 
Upland Mayor Richard Anderson is a 
campaign manager’s dream. 

Anderson, 43, looks, speaks and 
acts like a mayor, emanating a self- 
confidence in his own ability to govern. 

That persona helped catapult Anderson 
to a firm victory in last week’s municipal 
elections in Upland. He won all but two of 
the city’s 20 precincts, garnering 53.1 
percent of the votes. 

In acongratulatory note to Anderson, his 
mother, Iris, said Upland’s citizenry had 
merely discovered what she had known all 
along. 

Anderson on Tuesday was Officially 
bestowed the title of mayor — a title he 
takes with a grain of salt. 

“There aren't too many titles that 
impress me,” he says. ‘People who succeed 
at what they set out to do — that impresses 
me.” 

After a weekend vacation at Lake 
Havasu, Ariz., Anderson and wife, Carole, 
returned to Upland at 3:30 a.m. Monday. 
Anderson worked a full day at his local law 
practice before a newspaper interview at 5 
p.m. 

He and his wife would later attend a 
meeting of the old city council. 

The hectic pace of campaigning had 
merged into the hectic life of city 
government. 

However, the couple’s adrenalin was still 
flowing. 

“| look forward to it — all the things that 
go with being the mayor’s wife,” said Carole, 
40. 

“Which means | won’t be able to shake

her,” chimed Anderson, noting the many 
social events traditionally attended by the 
city’s figurehead and spouse. 

Anderson said he never doubted his 
ability to fulfill the social and governmental 
duties of the mayor. 

“When your ego is big enough, you don’t 
do anything that will damage it,’’ he again 
joked. 

Wisecracks and witticisms are a natural 
part of Anderson’s personality. His no- 
nonsense approach to a conversation is 
conversely sprinkled with punchlines. 

Anderson said he learned most of his 
values from his late father, George, whom he 
described as ‘‘hard-driving, bright and 
extremely independant.” 

His father, paralyzed from the waist 
down, became moderately successful as a 
wholesale produce broker, selling sweet 
corn and potatoes primarily grown in the 
Chino Valley. 

“‘He raised our family on the premise that 
you succeed on your own abilities. No 
handouts,” recalled Anderson. 

Raised in Alhambra, Anderson graduated 
from El Monte High School in 1958. 

His old stomping grounds, the cities of 
Rosemead, Alhambra, Monterey Park, San 
Gabriel and El Monte were also home to 
various street gangs — Lomas, Sangra and 
El Monte Flores. 

With friends from both sides of the 


-tracks, Anderson said he is very familiar with 


barrio life. Consequently, he can identify 
with all financial sectors of a community. 
At his 25-year high school reunion, 
Anderson discovered that some friends had 
surprisingly prospered while others were, 
uh, unavailable for the event as guests of

state and federal institutions. 

After graduating from high school, 
Anderson spent a few years at Pasadena 
City College and University of Southern 
California, majoring in political science and 
English. 

He initially wanted to become a writer, 
but changed his mind. 

“| decided at that point that as a career, 
writing was somewhat of a speculative 
venture,” remembered Anderson. “Although 
the image of a foreign correspondent 
standing on a fog-shrouded corner in 
Istanbul with his hat pulled down over his 
brow looked great.” 


He did a stint in the Army and began 
attending Southwestern Law School in Los 
Angeles. He later transferred to the 
California College of Law, now known as the 
law school at the University of La Verne. 


Anderson passed the state bar exam at 
first try in 1968 and shortly set up a practice 
in Upland. His wife served as secretary. 


Anderson said his first business suite 
was'split into three sections, a reception 
area, a legal office and a room for the 
couple’s infant son, Craig. 


The Andersons borrowed $2,500 to set 
up that first office, and their business has 
evolved into a well-established local law 
partnership, Anderson, Taves & Reever. 

Their family has also prospered, with 
daughter Karen, 19, attending the University 
of the Pacific in northern California and 
Craig, 16, attending Upland High School. 

While Anderson is proud of his family, he 
doesn’t put much stock in financial success. 

“You can’t judge someone by the 
thickness of his wallet.” 0

this area, and had a vision of something 
bigger. They came to South Cucamonga in 
1901 and began acquiring land and planting 
vines under the name of the Italian Vineyard 
Company. How this farm laborer-cook, 
financed what he did remains a bit of a 
mystery. 

Before long, the Guasti holdings exceeded 
5,000 acres, and were known as the largest 
vineyard in the world. Grape cuttings he 
brought in were from his native Italy and from 
France. Naturally, a winery was built. 

Many workers were needed for this kind of 
project. Most were Italian or Mexican- 
American, people who lived in the community 
that grew around the winery. 

The village was actually a self-contained 
company town, with almost every necessity 
provided. Besides family housing, there was a 
rooming house for unmarried workers, an inn, 
and a grocery store. The inn was active under 
Mama Pertussatti, until about 20 years ago, 
catering to local folks who wanted a truly fine 
Italian dinner. 

Guasti built a school for the village 
children, and had a doctor come-in ona 
schedule to handle the needs of the residents. 

In the center of the village stands the 
Guasti Mansion, a fabulous old home. It is now 
used for occasional wedding receptions and 
other group functions. 

To serve his workers, Guasti built a 
Catholic church, which is still in use. 
Patterned after the chapel in Guasti’s native 
Asti, Italy, it bears the name of the patron 
saint, San Secundo d’Asti. 

Artisans in woodworking and masonry 
were brought from Italy and Mexico to build 
the church. The bells came from Italy. The 
metalwork was done by the local blacksmith. it 
is well worth a visit. 

Each fall, in the picturesque courtyard of 
the church, the annual blessing of the grapes 
takes place. 

Secundo Guasti died in 1928, the year after 
the completition of San Secundo d’Asti. 

The company’s main building contained 
wine tanks ranging from 25,000 to 45,000 
gallons, with a total capacity of five million 
gallons. White oak barrels and casks, and 
redwood tanks were built in the company 
shops. 

After Secundo Guasti’s death, the postal 
department and Southern Pacific Railroad Co., ~ 
at the insistence of the community, changed ~ 
the name of the village from South 
Cucamonga to Guasti, in honor of its founder. 

In 1945, the entire property of the Italian 
Vineyard Co. was purchased by Garrett & 


Company, Inc. Adding the community, winery, <= 


and vineyards to its.already sizable property 
made Garrett the largest producer in Southern 
California. 

In 1959, the company operated over 6,000 
acres of vineyards, and bottled 46 varieties of 
wine, storing four million gallons of aging

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Panelists discuss military, 


This nation has the advantage of having 
reporters who are not in the employ of the 
government. } 

Therefore, they are seen as credible by the 
public, according to a panelist in Claremont. 

Neil Sheehan, a reporter who won a Pulitzer 
Prize while working for the New York Times, added: 
““And when you get away from independent 
reporters, you have a Pravda (Russian press).” 

Sheehan was one of seven panelists at 
Claremont McKenna College discussing “The 
Military and the Media.” 

“A free press, permitted coverage of an activity, 
can report and be believed. Had a reporter been 
permitted to go in with the first wave at Granada, it 
would have made the whole story more credible,” 
Sheehan said. 

A.J. Langguth, a professor at USC School of 
Journalism, reported on a study by the Defense 
Department and media representatives which has 
resulted in the establishment of guidelines to allow 
the media and the military to cooperate more fully. 

The general agreement is that, in cases of 
combat, initial actions should be covered just by 
pool representatives — and that the pool should be 
selected by the media, not the military, he said. 

Col. William Hansen, director of public affairs, 
U.S. Army Southern Command, represented the 
military at the conference. 

“The press will be included in other actions as 
much as possible. There will be no more 
Granadas,” the colonel stated. ‘But there can be 
too many media. A pool is the only effective means 
of covering an operation in its earliest stages.” 

In response to a charge that the military tried to 
cover up the truth in the recent election in El 
Salvadro, Hansen, whose command includes Latin 
American, said the election was covered by 1,306 
media representatives. 

ike Pappas, CBS News, who has covered battles 
throughout the world, agreed that media coverage 
has become a cumbersome and aggressive 
business. 

“At the start of the Vietnam War, one crew 
would show up for a mission. Later 10 crews would 
show up — complete with light men and ascript 
girl. There is an alphabet soup of networks and 
independents. 

“New technology has made battlefields into 
instant sets. We can go from field to satellite to 
station in seconds. 

“A plan is needed so the military and the media 
can both get their jobs done. At least two reporters 
and a TV crew should have been included (for pool 
coverage) in the first wave at Granada.” 

Pappas said much of the American attitude 
about the Vietnam War occurred because people 
could see the misery and bloodshed. 

William Schneider, journalist and widely known 
pollster, said polls show that, in general, the public 
feels that the press is more accurate, more fair and 
more responsible than the government. 

But, Schneider added, the press also is 
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distrusted because it is large and considered self- 
serving. 


“Polis show that two-thirds of the public feel 


the media coverage is fair,” stated Schneider. “The 
public tends to believe TV — they feel that seeing 
is believing. 


“A recent poll was 5-1 that the press was more 


trustworthy than the government.” 


Schneider explained that the current war 


between Iran and Iraq is not uppermost in American 
interests because Western media has been unable 


to cover it.

The Swiss Postal Administration will release 
three special issues during May. Two continue the 
annual spring series, while the third 
commemorates the NABA-ZURI ’84 National Stamp 
Exhibition in Switzerland’s largest city, Zurich, from 
June 22 to July 1. 

First, on May 2 will be a pair of EUROPA-CEPT 
stamps marking the 1984 meeting of the European 
Post and Telecommunications Conference in 
Montreaux. Like the other member nations, 
Switzerland is using the “bridge” design adopted 
by CEPT and discussed here last week for the 
celebration of its 25th anniversary this year. The 
values are 50 and 80 centimes. 

On May 24, four semipostals, the annual Pro 
Patria series, will be put into circulation. The series 
was first introduced in 1938. The Pro Patria Fund 
will receive 90 percent of the surtax, while the 
remainder goes to Swiss social and cultural 
organizations. For 46 years, these annuals have 
been devoted to themes that remind the Swiss at 
home and abroad of their rich culture and 
traditions. 

So will the 1984 ones. They continue the theme 
begun three years ago devoted to “treasures in 
Swiss museums.” This set will depict historic 
ceramic house stoves. 

On a stamp of 35 plus 15 centimes appears a 
towerlike hexagonal stove from the Rosenburg 
Mansion in Stans, dating back to 1566 and now in 
the Swiss National Museum in Zurich. 

A magnificent “Winterthur” stove, made in 1646 
and decorated with a number of classical and 
biblical figures, is shown on the 50 plus 20 
centimes. This masterpieces is still in the Frueler 
Plasce in Naefels, which also houses the Glarus 
Cantonal Musuem. 

On the 70 plus 30 centimes is a reproduction of 
the Rudolf Stern box stove, created for the Rev. 
Claude Dudeng in 1768, reflecting the spiritual life 
of its owner with features from the life of Christ, 
evangelists and saints. It is now housed in the 
Musee Guerien in the Friburg market town of Bulle. 

Unlike the above-mentioned stoves, which ail 
attached seats for an occupant’s cozier warmth, the 
one used on the 80 plus 40 centimes is a pear- 
shaped heater without this convenience. Instead of 
being made of individual tiles like the others, this 
one has large irregular pieces affixed to a metal 
framework to give it a sculpturelike appearance. It 
is the only remaining example of the work of 
Leonard Racle from the late 18th century and is 
now kept in the Ariana Museum in Geneva. 

The Pro Patria stamps were designed by Ernest 
Witzig, a veteran stamp designer. 

On the same day the Postal Administration will 
issue a sheet of four se-tenant 50-centimes stamps 
picturing panoramic views of Zurich. Some of the 
famous landmarks shown are the Bau Park, the 
Town House, the Fraumunster (Our Lady’s 
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Cathedaral), St. Peter's Church, City Hall, the Hein 
House and adjacent Wasser (Water) Church and the 
twin-spired Great Cathedral founded in 853 by 
Charlemagne. It forms a souvenir sheet for the 
NABA-ZURI ’84 stamp show.

CANADA — On April 20, Canada noted the 
450th anniversary of Jacques Cartier’s voyage to 
Canada with the release of a 32-cent 
commemorative which, will be duplicated by a 
similar one released by France in joint celebration. 

That first voyage by Cartier required papal 
approval. The 16th century was filled with many 
European explorations of the American continent, 
but papal edict had long reserved new North 
American territories exclusively for Spain and 
Portugal. However, Pope Clement VII did not object 
to France’s proposal to chart the northern part of 
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the New World in 1534. 

The stamp design symbolically incorporates the 
highlights of the life of the intrepid Cartier as 
viewed by Yves Paquin of Montreal. The design 
sums up the role of both countries in this historic 
event.

FINLAND — On April 10, Finland issued five 
stamps saluting sportfishing and the 200th 
anniversary of the birth of Christopher Hansteen. 

On stamps of 2.50, 3 and 3.50 markka were 
shown freshwater fishing, salmon fishing and sea 
fishing, respectively. 

Hansteen (1784-1873), an astronomer anda 
geophysicist, is portrayed on a high value of 5 
markka, while a graphic presentation of the 
magnetic meridians and parallels he established is 
shown on the lesser-value 3.50 markka.

We usually think of paper money 
when the word counterfeit is 
mentioned in connection with 
numismatics. 

But coins, too, are subject to 
counterfeiting, and one area 
counterfeiters are trying to 
capitalize on the unsuspecting is in 
the area of rare U.S. 
commemorative half dollars. 


In the past, according to the 
American Numismatic Association 
Certification Service, nearly every 
counterfeit half could be spotted 
easily by the dull, gray “‘washed 
out” luster and a number of 
obvious depressions. 


But new types seen by the 
ANACS exhibit much better luster 
and virtually no identifying 
depressions or tool marks. 


Some of the coins to regard with 
suspicion are the 1915-S Panama- 
Pacific, 1921 Missouri, 1925 Fort 
Vancouver, 1928 Hawaii, 1935 
Hudson, 1935 Spanish Trail and 
1936 Albany. 


Each of these is relatively scarce 
and not usually seen in top grades 
by the average numismatist. 


Some other issues the cagey 
counterfeiters may have struck are 
the 1893 Isabella quarter, 1900 
Lafayette half dollar, 1921 Alabama, 
1922 Grant with star and 1927 
Vermont. 


These coins can be detected by 
three characteristics common to all 
examples seen, according to the 
ANA. Each counterfeit has 
unusually sharp edge reeding, 
slightly fuzzy details and incorrect 
luster. This luster can be described 
as the glossy sheen of a lightly 
polished mint state silver coin. 

In side-by-side comparison with 
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genuine uncirculated specimens of 
the same design each of the 
counterfeits can be detected 
without much difficulty. But to a 
collector not familiar with the 
genuine characteristics, they can 
be dangerously deceptive, ANA 
warns. 

The counterfeits have surfaced in 
Pennsylvania and Arizona so far 
and whether they attain much 
greater distribution will depend 
strictly on the number of collectors 
and investors fooled into 
purchasing them. 


Hobbyists not familiar with 
specific genuine characteristics of 
ANY rare coin should deal only with 
ethical dealers who guarantee the 
authenticity of their merchandise. 


It comes at an appropriate time, 
what with counterfeit coins 
becoming more prevalent. 

The ANA ‘“‘Counterfeit Detector,” 
Series Il, is now available from the 
American Numismatic Association. 


The “Counterfeit Detector’ 
series deals with characteristics of 
both genuine and fake key date 
coins of the world with the 
emphasis on U.S. issues. 


A total of 24 reports will be 
issued in Series II at a cost of $50. 
Individual reports are $2.50 each, 
postpaid. 


Subscribers ordering the entire 
series receive a free binder. 

If you specialize in a certain type 
coin or denomination it would be a 
wise investment to at least order 
the report for that denomination. It 
could keep you from being 
victimized.

Students in Upland and Rancho Cucamonga 
school districts will have a chance to see 
nature close-up. 

As part of the curriculum, students 
attend Camp O-ongo, an outdoor education 
program in Running Springs. “It’s big on 
conservation and the wise use of 
resources,” according to Leslie Muradian. 
Muradian is one of the Valencia School 
teachers in Upland participating in the five- 
day, four-night program. 

The camp staffs 19 naturalists, 
counselors and other personnel to provide 
instruction for the students. 

Upland students come prepared with six 
weeks of outdoor education in astronomy, 
weather, pollution along with other 
classroom development. ‘‘We had them do 
running to get them prepared for the 
hiking,” said Michael Gregory, another 
Valencia School teacher. 

The teachers agreed the program 
promotes learning and appreciation of the 
outdoors more effectively than a classroom 
situation. Learning about different weather 
can have more impact in the camp 
environment. “One year when we were here 
it snowed. For some of the students it was 
the first time (seeing it snow). Learning 
about it that way rather than in a classroom 
situation is exciting,’” Muradian said. 

The students study food chains and 
webs, have night hikes to observe the stars 
and talk a lot about pollution. Time is spent 
indoors discussing what they have seen or 
learned and youngsters keep journals on 
their experiences. A test is given at the end 
of the week. 

Another camp feature is Tuesday night 
debates. Students divide into four groups, 
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ning experience 


towns people, environmentalists, developers 
and chambers of commerce. According to 
camp director David King, the debate 
centers around a current problem. 

“Each team has an opening statement, 
prepares questions for the other groups and 
readies answers for questions the other 
groups may ask them,” he said. 

“They begin exploring issues they will be 
n required to vote on (in the future) ... teaching 
‘them there is more than one side to a story 

and cause them to research problems,” King 
continued. 

“We’re not an environmental camp. We 
emphasize the wise use and conservation of 
natural resources,” King said. 

Campers have a chance to learn 
firsthand about a creek or pond’s littoral 
zone, metamorphis, geology and the animal 
kingdom. “We found some pyrite, or fool’s 
gold the other day,’’ Counselor Cubby 
Guerrero said. 

At Camp O-ongo, youngsters have an 
opportunity to see farm animals up close. 
The Valencia students were allowed to hold 
ducklings, newborn chicks and rabbits. They 
also petted and played with mares and their 
foals. 

The camp gives sixth graders a chance 
to interact with peers, become individuals, 
learn to make choices and have a week away 
from the pressure of the adult world. 

“If they want dessert they know they 
have to take a little of everything and eat 
everything on their plate, that’s their 
choice,” King said. 

The camp experience provides education 
in science, people’s responsibility to the 
environment and teaches about life, 
according to King. Students are given 
responsibilities and chores. Cabins work as 
a unit. “They learn the community needs the 
support of the community (members) to 
survive, so they learn to be responsible. 

“In acabin of 10 people, who won’t put 
up with you like your family does, you could 
have 10 people looking out for their rights. 
We try to impress upon them to look out for 
each other’s rights. Then you have nine 
people looking out for your rights,” he said. 

According to King, the outdoor 
education can have a big impact on 
students. ‘“‘Many of the naturalists or 
counselors (average age is 20-25) still 
remember the name of their counselors,” he 
said. 

Counselors are big favorites at camps. 
Each group of 10 boys or girls said they 
thought theirs was best. The ratio at Camp 
O-ongo is one counselor to every 10 
students and one naturalist to every 20. 

How do the students like the outdoor 
education program? “It’s hard work but its 
fun. We want to come back ... we had a rad 
time,” Valencia girls from Cubby’s group 
said in an interview. 

“It’s like a big slumber party at night and 
there is hot water the first two minutes of a 
shower,” they said.

Winery reacted with sour grapes (Briggs House

The television 
commercial begins with 
the young man walking 
out of the winery in the 
evening, well past 
closing time for 
traditional businesses, 
and he says, “It wasn’t 
working. A large 
corporation 3,000 miles 
away running our 
winery.” 

Later, the young man 
says, “We scraped 
together enough money 
and bought our winery 
back.” 

It sounds like the 
scenario fora TV soap 
opera, but in fact the 
commercial tells an 
accurate picture of the 
recent history of the 
Italian Swiss Colony 
Winery in the northern 
Sonoma County 
community of Asti. 

It was in 1969 that 
Heublein Inc., the 
Connecticut-based food 
conglomerate, acquired a 
handful of California 
wineries, including 
Beaulieu (BV), Inglenook 
and Colony, the latter 
two wineries under the 
ownership of United 
Vintners. 

In time, Italian Swiss 
Colony became an arm of 
Inglenook’s huge Navalle 
line. A hefty percentage 
of the grapes crushed at 
Asti every year were 
selected for blending 
into the Navaile wines, 
the intention being to 
improve the general 
quality of the Navalle line 
with higher-quality 
grapes grown in 
California’s North Coast 
area — which includes 
portions of Napa, 
Sonoma and Mendocino. 
The Navalle line never 
contained more than a 
small percentage of 
Colony’s North Coast 
grapes, but they often 
were good-quality 
grapes. 

It was a time of 
bitterness for some 
working at Asti. 

One former wine maker 
at Asti, who wished to 
remain anonymous, said 
quality Colony wine 
could have been made,

“but they (Heublein) 
didn’t want anything to 
compete with 
Inglenook.” The winery 
gradually began to fall 
into disrepair. The winery 
building and tasting 
room, built in 1887, six 
years after the founding 
of the operation, were 
not promoted; visitors 
dwindled. 

At its peak a couple of 
years ago, Italian Swiss 
Colony was pumping out 
between 6 million and 7 
million cases of wine a 
year from its Madera 
bottling plant. Only a tiny 
percentage of that wine 
was from North Coast 
grapes. 

At one point, Italian 
Swiss Colony was even 
selling North Coast wine 
out of tanks at Asti to 
Gallo, the firm’s prime 
competitor. 

“Heublein did cut back 
on the investment in the 
property,” admitted Ed 
Rossi, vice president and 
wine maker for ISC 
Wines of California (the 
new name for Colony). 
He is a quiet, polite man 
who declines to 
denigrate Heublein, but 
admits that Heublein 
didn’t do all it could for 
the Asti facility. 

By 1983, the Asti facility 
was making no wine at 
ali. Only the brandy- 
making stills were still 
operating. The tasting 
room finally closed. The 
place had become 
effectively abandoned. 

In the mid-1950s, Italian 
Swiss Colony was owned 
by Louis Petri. Under the 
operating name United 
Vintners (UV), Petri sold 
wines under the Lejon, 
Petri and Italian Swiss

Colony brands. 

In 1959, Petri sold his 
UV brands and facilities 
to Allied Grape Growers. 
And 10 years later, Allied 
sold UV to Heublein. 

Last year, Heublein, 
reducing its wine 
holdings, sold Colony 
back to Allied Grape 
Growers. The operating 
name of the company 
was Changed to ISC 
Wines of California. 

The purchase brought 
back to Allied the facility 
at Asti as well as 
wineries at Lodi, Escalon 
and Sanger. in addition, 
Allied reacquired some 
vineyards in Sonoma 
County and a bottling 
and blending plant at 
Madera, where Rossi has 
his office. 

Rossi was the man who 
helped bring Colony a 
measure of pride three 
years ago when he 
developed a line called

it had to be rebuilt. 

Mrs. Mercy Stoddard, wife of Nelson 
Stoddard, had acquired the San Antonio 
Heights property from the Chaffey Brothers 
that year and had commissioned John Gerry to 
build a one story home for her. 

When the rebuilding of the home began 
again, the house was anchored to the 
foundations. The house was the second one 
built in San Antonio Heights. 

Through the early years, owners changed 
quickly. In 1890 it was purchased by Sarah 
Churchill for use as a boarding house. 

In 1903, the house was purchased by 
Almansor Gamsby and Cicero Gamsby and the 
cottage adjacent to the house was used as a 
post office. In 1904 the property was sold to

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UCLA plans academic Olympic programs 


LOS ANGELES — The coming of the XXIill 
Olympiad to Los Angeles this summer (July 28-Aug. 
12) will have a major impact on academic programs 
at UCLA, which will serve as one of several host 
sites for the athletes and special events. 

in addition to the multiplicity of sports and arts 
events now in development, UCLA administrators 
and faculty have been planning a wide range of 
academic programs related to the Olympic Games. 

The programs, which include special symposia 
and conferences, research reports, and regular 
university courses, are designed to build student 
and community interest and broaden knowledge 
about the Olympics. 

“The 1984 Olympics provide unprecedented 
opportunities for the campus to present research 
and instructional programs to both UCLA students 
and to the university’s broader community of 
learners — residents living in the Los Angeles area 
— who can participate in the university’s 
educational programs,” says UCLA Dean Leonard 
Freedman. 

As head of the University’s Office of Continuing 
Education, Freedman was asked to chair the 
Olympics Academic Programs Committee, one of 
several special committees set by UCLA Chancellor 
Charles E. Young to coordinate activities with the 





1984 Summer Games. Planning began in early 1982 
when Dean Freedman met with his committee, a 
cross-section of faculty, administrators and two 
student representatives. The committee invited all 
UCLA faculty and campus units to submit ideas for 
research projects and courses related to the 
Olympic theme. 

While most of the programs developed are self- 
supporting, some symposia and special projects 
are being made possible, in part, by monies 
provided through the UCLA Office of Continuing 
Education and through the UCLA Summer Sessions 
Program. 

Two major events have been funded. In January, 
the UCLA Department of Kinesiology began a 
series of lectures to highlight research in the 


movement sciences. The series will wind up in May.
